Los ANGELES, July 11.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tuz The Tribune 
devotes ‘an editorial commending Po- 
lice Commissioner Knox’s idiotic mo- 
tion at Tuesday’s meeting, to the effect 
that the City Council ought to pass an 
ordinance finding signers of petitions 
for the removal of houses of prostitu- 
tion to certain limits guilty of a misde- 
meanor. It is to be presumed that

& modicum of common sense, and, tak- 
ing this for granted, it is easy to see 
that he “poses” for the gallery with 
his one-horse motion. Knox is aware 
that there is such a thing as the Con- 
stitution, and that an ordinance, in the 
sense in which he desires it, would be 
against that Constitution. He knows, 
too, thatthe City Council could not 
pass, and would not put itself on rec- } 
| ord by attempting to pass, such a ridic- 
ulous ordinance. The idea that sign- 
ing a petition to the Council or to the 
Board of Police Commissioners, ask- 
ing forthe better government of the 
city, by one of its citizens, should ever 
be considered as a crime, could only 
emanate from an individual. suffering 
with ‘‘swelled head.’? Theodore Sum- 
merland’s threat to have Mr. Knox de- 
capitated has something to do with 
that motion, or else the commissioner 
wishes to bask in the Tribune’s sun- 
shine of cant. The organ of the mili- 
tary pretender, who may be called an 
abortive general, since his lack of con- 
firmation by the State Senate, says 
that Mr. Knox voices the opinion of 
the respectable part of the community 
(who &re old subscribers to the con- 
sumptive Tribune).

A Defense of Female Teachers. 

Los ANGELES, July 11.—[To the 
Editor of THe Trves.] Permit me, 
through your columns, to answer afew 
of the more salient points in Mr. Ken- 
nard’s letter, which appears in your 
issue of the 10th inst.: 3 

That men who have spent their lives 
training themselves for teachers are 
debarred from positions has (from our 
observation) not been the case. A man 
who begins with the idea of devoting 
his lite to the work, if he has any nat- 
ural ability, generally finds himself 
eventually in a professor’s chair. That 
so few men do this is why our colleges 
must sometimes look abroad for in- 
structors. ‘The proportion of male 
and female teachers in this city is in 
the same ratio as the proportion of 
male and female teachers all over the 
Union. 

Visit our normal schools, and see 
the proportion of male and female 
students. The average is about one to 
fifteen. Then, how many of these 
male students, when once launched on 
the educational field as teachers, long 
follow that occupation? 

Ask them their intentions and you 
will find nine times out of ten that 
teaching with them is only a stepping- 
stone to something else. Look over 
the records of our lawyers, doctors 
ministers, etc., and see how many of 


school for a few terms or years. If by 
chance a few do stay in the ranks as 
mediocre teachers their work will lose 
much by comparison with that of 
teachers of the opposite sex in the 
same grades. 

The most of ,our girls who educate 
themselves for teacbers do so because 
they are dependent upon their own ex- 
ertions for a livelihood, and to obtain 
that livelihood they must reach a high 
standard, for in these daysof many 
applicants to one position it seems to 
be a ‘survival of the fittest.”’ 

I would ask your correspondent to 
look over the corps of teachers or ap- 
plicants for certificates at our exam- 
inations, and he will find the ladies as 
good penmen (?) and mathematicians 
as the gentlemen. . 

The files of papers in our schools also 
show it. Itis not lack of strength on 
the part of the lady teacher that causes 
half-day sessions, it is lack of school- 
houses; and not one of the entire force 
but will rejoice when the schools are 
supplied with plentiful accommoda- 
tions, enabling her to keep her classes 
all day and feel she is doing them as 
well as herself full justice in every way. 

By ‘‘ratepayers’”’ does he mean tax- 
payers? In looking over the Assess- 
or’s books he will find many female 
teachers’ names thereon. 

As tolack of authority and a strong 
arm to train the unruly pipils, we 
would cite an instance that once came 
to our notice ot a male principal whose 
nerves were so upset when he pun- 
ished a pupil that he generally let 
them go without. 

If the female teacher’s nerves are 
upset by inflicting punishment, she is

TO THE GOLD FIELDS. 


A TRIP TO THE BANNER MIN- 
ING. DISTRICT. . 


The Journey from Temecula 
Through Warner's Ranch—Moun- 
tain-climbing—San Felipe Valley 
—In the Heart of the Gold-min- 
ing Region. 


BANNER (San Diego County), July 
8.—[Correspondence of THE TIMEs.] 
The start by stage from Temecula 
toward Julian is made at from 4 tod 
o’clock in the morning, and the ride 
from that time to sun-up through the 
grant eastward about fifteen miles is a 
cool one, and overcoats and occasional 
runs by the carriage do not come out 
of place. The road is not rugged any 
of the way, but toward 10 o’clock the 
sun begins to make itself felt, and doff- 
ing overcoats and raising umbrellas 
are in order. What little breeze there 
is coming from a northwesterly direc- 
tion takes the dust raised by the car- 
riage along with us until the borders 
of Warner’s ranch are reached, when 
the cajions to the south of the ranch 
admit of a cool, southerly breeze, 
which, fanning the hot and dusty face 
of the traveler, is refreshing. 

‘At the store and accommodation 
postoffice, near the northeasterly bor- 
der of Warner’s ranch, our passengers 
propose to stopa few days and visit 
friends in the Cafiada Verde, near the 
base of the Agua Caliente Mountaius, 
and, if possible, the hot springs. The 
proprietor of the store being in the in- 
teresting condition of half drunk, and 
Intent on winning or losing a few half 
dollars in dice throwing, about an 


the change to pay the stage driver; then, 


and up the mountain, we reach our/ 
friend’s camp after dark, tired enough 
toenjoy keenly a long night’s rest in 
the pure mountain air. We make a 
three days’ halt here, and enjoy 
immensely the exploring of rocky 
cafions, eating wild strawberries, 
drinking ice-cold mountain water, 
pure milk right from the dairy, 
and climbing the three highest peaks 
of the Agua Caliente Mountains, from 
which Old Baldy, Mt. San Bernardino, 
San Jacinto Mountain, Smith’s 
Mountain and the Cuyamaca_ are 
plainly visible. Lake Elsinore is also 
visible, also the ocean by San Diego 
on clear days; and northeasterly the

Reluctantly we descended to the 
dusty roads of the valley, and omitting 
a visit to the Hot Sulphur Springs this 
time, we take up our journey through 
the borders of the ranch, over the 
divide southeasterly through the San 
Felipe Valley, which is principally :

Fred Grant’s ranch, where his hospi- 
tally is extended in the shape of a re- 
freshing draught of water, twenty-two 
‘miles to Banner, and up the cafion six 
miles near the crest of Balcan to Ju- 
lian, and we are in the center of 

THE GOLD-MINING COUNTRY, 
famous long ago, and which is again 
receiving new impetus from outside 
capital and energy, which is coming in. 
to develop the hidden resources and 


Stranger’s attention aré the ruins of 
old reducing mills, mostly of five- 
stamp capacity, relics of other days. 
But upon closer ny oon signs of 
activity and occasional new works are 
found to already exist. 

The first mine visited, ‘‘Ready Re- 
lief,” belonging to the Baily brothers, 
and situated in the cafion a short dis- 


tance back of Banner postoffice, 
is found to have reached 
a depth in_ the drift of 


540 feet, with much ore in sight, graded 
at about $20 per ton. The ledge is 
cased with both hanging and foot wall 
of slate, stands at an angle of about 
70 degrees, averages about four feet in 
thickness, and has the advantage over 
many others of being, so far, much 
above their 10-stamp mill, which is 
easily reached with the ore, no shafts 
for hoisting being necessary as yet. 

The next mine visited is the Owens, 
‘a littie north of Julian, owned by 
Messrs. James and King,who also have 
a 10-stamp mill and own several other 
mines, viz.: The Owens Consolidated, 
the San Diego and the Jennette. 
The principal activity is in the Owens 
at present, in which they have a 300- 
foot shaft, and drifts some 250 feet, 
with ore ranging in the neighborhood 
of $18 per ton. Their works seem to 
be in prime order, and, from a conver- 
sation with one of the proprietors, Mr. 
King, they evidently understand their 
business and propose to push their 
works.

OFFICE-SEEKING NUISANCE, 


Reports of the large number of eager 
candidates who’ are hanging around 
Washington waiting for an appoint- 
ment to some office, however small, 
but more especially to consulships, are 
frequently receivea from the capital, 
but are often attributed tothe exag- 
gerating tendencies of many news cor- 
respondents. From an interview in 
the New York Sun with Chauncey M. 
Depew, who had just returned from 
Washington, it would seem, however, 
that the situation has by no means 
been exaggerated. Mr. Depew said, 
in the course of the interview: 

There never was such a situation in the 
history of the whole world. There are 4000 
applications for 150 consulates, and I be- 
lieve thet this proportion will be main- 
tained, if not increased, through all the de- 
partments, The President, the members of 
the Cabinet, the heads of bureaus and the 
Representatives are overrun and the public 
business is almost at a standstill. The 
figuresI have given will show how many 
must be disappointed. The whole country 
seems to think that Cleveland removed and 
replaced all the officeholders aud that va- 
cancies can be made everywhere. The fact 
is that he removed only about one-third of 
the placeholders, 

The average American believes re- 
ligiously that he is cut out by nature 
to reflect luster on the United States 
by representing the country abroad in 
a consular position, just as he also be- 
lieves that he could run a newspaper 
or a hotel a little better than ary one 
else. To obtain such a position men 
who are able to earn a good living will 
hang around Washington for months, 
or even years, gradually moving down 
—or rather up—from a second story in 
a first-class hotel to a fourth story in a} 
third-class lodging-house, and even 
winding up, sometimes, in the police 
station or the gutter. Once this thirst 
for political prefereuce — this belief 
that Uncle Sam owes him a living— 
has become firmly implanted in a 
man’s mind, it is almost as difficult 
to eradicate as the thirst for liquor or 
opium, and when the average man re- 
ceives a small office he is generally 
spoiled for future usefulness. . 

The chief evil of this state of affairs 
—the one which most nearly concerns 
the people at large—is not, however, in 
the disappointment or demoralization 
of a few thousand office-seekers, but, 
firstly, in the manner in which the 
time of the President and the secretar- 
ies is wasted by these applicants, thus 
crowding out business of importance to 
the country which demands attention; 
and, secondly, in the demoralizing ef- 
fect upon the Nation as a whole of the 
transformation of the quadrennial 
election into‘a fight for plunder rather 
than principle. There is little doubt 
that a change in the system of appoint- 
ments to office will be made before 
many years. Public opinion is already 
ripe for the change. Senators and 
Congressmen would certainly be 
pleased to be relieved from what has 
become to them, in many cases, an al- 
most unbearable nuisance. The peo- 
ple at large care little about how ap-

The ordinance was so worded as not to 
interfere with existing contracts, the 
result being that as yet hundreds of 
aliens and unnaturalized Irishmen are 
still working on the city’s streets. 
When the contracts on which they are 
employed run out, they will be dis- 
charged. During the session of the 
should not be given employment by the 
late Legislature, a bill was introduced 
in the Senate declaring that aliens 
State.

PUBLICATION OF LAND NOTICES.

The Templeton Times of San Luis 
Obispo county recently removed its 
printing office to Santa Margarita, a 
neighboring town,although the proprie-

and published and distributed at Santa

Templeton Times is entitled to such 
notices as would come to it under the 
law as the newspaper, nearest the land. 


THERE are to be no more special

‘The wasted straw 
on California farms, if properiy utilized, 
would net enough to feed all the deserving 
poor within the borders of the State, .

THE LOST HARDISON. 


The Local Inspectors Commence an 
Investigation. 
{San Francisco Chronicle, July 10th.] 


Local Inspectors Hillman and Talbot 


commenced an investigation yesterday 
in regard to the burning of the oil 
steamer W. L. Hardison at the wharf 
at San Buenaventura, on June 25th. 
The Hardison was built in this city to 
carry crude petroleum from Hueneme 
and San Buenaventura to San Fran- 
cisco, and was constructed to use oil 
for fuel. She was about completed at 
the time of the explosion on the 
steamer Julia at Vallejo. All steam- 
ers on this coast were at that time 
forbidden to use oil, ~— but 
the Mission Transfer Company, 
which owned the Hardison, laid 
its case _before the authorities 
at Washington, stating that the 
steamer was to be used solely as a car- 
rier of petroleum, and received per- 
mission to use oil as fuel. The oil 
tanks were tested several times while 
the correspondence was going on be- 
tween Washington and the people 
here. After the required permission 
had been granted, it was found neces- 
sary to put in new tanks, and shortly 
before she made her trial trip it was 
discovered that these were not in the 
best of condition. How the fire origin- 
ated is not yet known, or, at least, has 
not been told before the inspectors, but 
the facts were developed yesterday at 
the examination that, if the fire had 
occurred at sea, all hands would have 
vndoubtedly perished. 

E. F. Hall, the master, and George 
A. Crockett, mate of the Hardison, 
told substantially the same story. 
Crockett said that he was on duty at 
the time and was standing with the 
Captain near the fore hatch. They 
were taking in cargo, having already 
on board at 1:20 o’clock in the morning 
1800 barrels of petroleum and 120 bar- 
rels of gasoline. One of the men came 
from the fireroom and ran back and 
forth on the deck several times. The 
Captain shouted to know what was the 
matter, thinking that aman had gone 
overboard. He stepped to the port 
side and saw flames issuing from aft 
the vessel. An attempt was made to 

et the hose connected with the 
hydrant, but the flames spread so rap- 
idly that this was an impossibility. 
Captain Hall ordered all hands on 
deck, and,.as soon as this was done, 
every one made for the wharf. The 
steamer was then cut adrift, and some 
time later the Captain asked the wit- 
ness te go out and scuttle her. He at- 
tempted to do this, but when he 
neared the Hardison an explosion 
took place, and he got back to shore 
as quickly as possible. Two more ex- 
plosions followed before the fire was 
extinguished by the water washing 
over the vessel at 8 o’clock that night. 

Chief Engineer Owen Dykeman was 
in bed when the fire broke out, and 
said that it took him one minute to 
reach the wharf with his trousers in 
his hand. Had the steamer been at 
sea he said that he would have either 
been drowned or burned to death. He 
was asked if the oil ever puffed when 
lighting the fires, and he said that it 
had not with him, ashe was particu- 
larly cautious, but -that on three 
different occasions the: firemen had

MURDERER MURRAY. 
HOW HE WAS LANDED IN 
THE SAN DIEGO JAIL. 


Dodging an Impromptu Posse Who 
Wanted to Take Him Back for a 
Neck-tie Sociable — His Story 
About Hiding Out—Badly Scared. 


OCEANSIDE, July 10.—[{Correspond- 
ence of THe ‘Times.| Yesterday 
morning about 10 o’clock a spring 
wagon, containing John Murry, the 
murderer of C. C. Wilson, guarded by 
John Griffin, C. L. Martin and Alf 
Padon, stopped at the County Jail. 

‘hey haa left old man Griffin’s ranch 
about 8 o’clock the evening before, and 
had driven to Vista, San Marcus, then 
down the Old Mission Cafion and into 
San Diego. They had driven all night 
by an out of the way road to avoid be- 
ing overtaken by a party that had 
been hastily made up in Oceanside 
with the avowed intention to take the 
prisoner from them and return him to 
Oceanside. The party from here took 
the coast road, and where the Mission 
Valley road intersects the coast road 
they halted, and one of them was in 
favor of going up the valley, but the 
rest of them overruled him.. As the 
other party had had about seven hours’ 
start, they could not think they were 
ahead of their man. Had they acted 
on his advice, or even waited where 
they were 30 minutes, they would have 
had their man, for the party came 
down the cafion a little later and drove 
to the courthouse uninterrupted, and 
lodged their man behind the bars. 

e Board of Supervisors was thep 
in session, and drew a warrant for 
$500 immediately in favor of James 
Griffin, and within 30 minutes of the 
time of the closi#g of the door on the 
murderer the county’s reward had 
been paid. 

At 2 o’clock Murray was arraigned 
in Judge Hayes’s court. District At- 
torney James Copeland had sworn out 
a complaint charging him with mur- 
der. The Judge read the complaint, 
when he answered: ‘Guilty.’’ 

The Judge informed him he could 
reserve his plea; that he would set his 
examination for Friday morning at 10 
o’clock, and informed him of his rights. 

He said: “Ido not know the law. 
All I want is a fair shake.” 

He was then returned to the jail and 
placed in a cell. 

In answer to inquiries as to where he 
had been since the murder, and how 
he had fared, he said that after leaving 
his uncle’s, where he got breakfast, 
he started up the hill just back of the 
house, got over the San Marginta 
fence and laid down in the tall grass 
just on of the hill, where he re- 
mained for four days and nights. He 
suffered greatly from hunger and 
thirst and the hot sun, and all he had 
to eat was grass. Certainly his a

Open First Street. 

Los ANGELES, July 10.—[To the 
Editor of THE TIMEs.] An easy ap- 
proach from the West,End to the 
center of the city is of vital import- 


now proposed cut is accomplished, serve 
that purpose, it will easily be seen that 
it will do so only in part. A street 60 
feet wide, with two tracks of railways 
upon it, furnishes but a poor excuse 
for a public thoroughfare, no matter 
what its grade may be. 

I would respectfully call the atten- 
tion of the officials, but more especially 
the citizens of this city, to the fact that 
First street would furnish an eas 
access to the city from the West End, 
and at the same time furnish a direct 
route to East Los Angeles, thus con- 
necting the extreme eastern part of 
the city with the West End. 

How to do this work, and do it well, 
is a question of high importance to the 


future, generation. Let us see: If 
we make the intersection of Hope and 
First street the summit, we will, if 
drawing a straight. line, have a grade 
of about one foot in 16 all the way 
down to Fort street; going west from 
the summit we want a fall of three 
feet from Hope to Flower. This would 
cut Flower street 15 feet; then let us 
draw another straight line from 
Flower street on First to Canal street, 
and the grade will be about one foot in 
17 feet. Such a grade would please 
even the most particular. 

But, while at it, let us do it, and do 
it well. We want to widen the street 
to 80 feet. The official map of First 
street is 68 in width, and, if I am not 
wrongly informed, it is 68 feet at Fort 
street; then it runs west at diverting 
lines until, at Flower street, it reaches 
90 feet or more in width. Thus it will 
be seen, if the above proves correct, 
that it will not bea very hard matter 
to have an 80-foot street. To widen 
the street, it may be necessary to con- 
demn some property. ‘lo get the pro- 
posed grade, damages will have to be 
allowed. Some will say that the cost 
will be too great, but' when will it be 
less than now? Willit’be when First 
street shall have become a solid mass 
of buildings? At present there are 


exceeding $1000 each, excepting be-. 
tween Hill and Fort street. 

The proposed work is of vital im- 
portance to the city throughout, and 
will benefit a very s6em0 territory out- 
side of the West End. 

A few years moré and the work will 
be an absolute nescesity, and will then 
cost much more than now, while labor 
is cheap and the improvements on the 
street are of little consequence.
